Fire is Believed to Have Started From, 

Live Wire in Hallway Leading to 

Waukegan Business College 



Firo that mysteriously brhke out in the 
Dodge building at Genesee and Washing- 
ton streets, Waukegan, at 2:00 o'clock 
Friday morning inflicted damages by Hamo, 
smoke -and water exceeding $5,000, put the 
Waukegan Business College out of business 
for Bomo time to come and affected more 
"than a dozen. business firms. 

Features of tho spectacular blnzo were 
the rescue of two women from -smoke by 
Police Officer Tryon and the extent of tho 
smoke and water damage which extended 
to surrounding buildings, 5 in each direction, 
although tho actual burned area woe very 
small. 

Women nparly overcome by smoke in- 
vading apartments in the Shumwny build- 
ing adjoining tho Dodge structure ares 
Miss Emma Sbumway, owner of the build^ 
ing, and Mrs. Sarah Wright. 

Miss Shumway had just, retired, having 
been out for the evening, when she smelled 
stnoko and arising lit tho lamp. It went' 
out at once but she continued tho examina- 
tion of tho premises and soon discovered 
flamo and smoke in the Wankogan 
Business College, tho quarters of which 
surrounded her apartments, which are on 
the third floor. 

She rushed to the front windows, facing 
south, and lifting one, leaned out and gave 
tho alarm. 

At tho same time the fire was discovered 
by Officer Tryon, who heard the crash of 
glass in the business college rooms und an 
, instant later Miss Sbumway V cry. Heat 
once turned in the alarm at Genesee and 
Washington streets. 

The officer then rushed up three flights 

of stairs and took Miss Shumway and Mrs. 

Wright from the rooms, assisting them 

down tho narrow and smoke choked flights 

, to tho street. 

Mrs. Wright was overcome and fell once 
•completely exhausted. Lator she. wo* 
placed undor the care' of a physician, Dr. 
Neabilt. 

Both women were takon to the Klondike 
restaurant, an all night affair, while tho 
firemen battlod the flames, and later re- 
turned to the rooms, which are not greatly 
damaged, smoke and water invading them 
somewhat and a few panes of glass being 
broken.

H. J. Middendorff Passed Away Monday 
Evening After Long Illness. 



On Monday evening nt twonty minutes 
of six, n. J. Middendorff, a well known 
ant J highly respected resident of thiB 
vicinity, passed away at his homo south of 
town. 

Ho had been a patient sufferer for the 
post six weeks, tho original cause of his 
illness being lagrippo which caused the 
formation of an abscess in his head. For 
the first few weeks his illness was not con- 
sidered at all serious, and when the abeceBH 
broke, for a few days he seemed to tie on 
the road to a speedy recovery, ' but when 
another abscess formed almost on the brain 
an operation was found necessary to pro- 
long his life for even a few days The 
operation proved n success and ho began 
to improve and strong hopes were again 
felt for his recovery. But the latter part 
of. Inst week a third abscess began to form 
and blood poison soon developed. In his 
weakened condition ho had not the vitality 
to battle with tho repeated formation of 
the abscess and on Monday evening just 
as it waB growing dusk he succumbed to 
the disease and passed into tho great be-, 
yond. 

Horace J. Middendorff was borrTon the 
old Middendorff homestead near Grass 
Lake, on tho sixteenth day of March, 1850, 
and his entire life has been spent within 
tho- borders of his old home. For many 
years ho resided in I ho same house where 
he was born and grew to manhood, and 
when ho left there it was to go only a 
short distance from tho place of his' birth. 
-Twonty six years ago the twenty-second 
day of last June he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Theresa Herman and to 
this union two children, were born. 

Ho was a man of a strong upright 
cbaractor, a good neighbor, a trusted com- 
rad, and one who often times proved a 
true friend inthe hour of need, and could 
always be depended upon to lend a help- 
ing hand to those in trouble. 

He was a member of three different 
orders at this place, .carrying nn insurance 
in the Modern Woodmen of which he hns 
been a member for the past nineteen years, 
und also in the Royal Neighbors of which 
he was a charter member. He .was also 
an honored und respected member' of 
Sequoit lodge A. F. and A M. and was 
a loyal member to each doing all In his 
power for tho betterment of each organi- 
zation. 

He leaves to. mourn tho loss of nn in- 
dulgent husband and a kind and loving 
father, his wife and two children, one 
daughter, Mrs. Chnuncey Barber, of 
Chetek, Wis., and one son, Leo of Cliata- 
nooga, Oklahoma, both of whom ^although 
their homes are far nway were with him 
in hie lust illness. Besidos these he loaves 
ono grandson and a large circle of friends 
and acquaintances. • 

Tho funeral services will be held at the 
M.E. church on Thursday afternoon at 
two o'clock, with Rev. F. R. McNamer 
officiating. The remains will be interred 
in the Antioch Hillside cemetery.

The claims of tho United Societies in 
Chicago to cast 75_'per cent of the vote of 
the* city seems almo«t demonstrated by the 
petitions for tho submission of test ques- 
tions nt the coming spring elections The 
United Sor.ietiescirculated one- petition, a 
radical one, on favor of Sunday saloons in 
violation of the lnws of Illinois. Thev se- 
cured nearly 175,000 name, while tho anti- 
saloon petitions secured only 80.000 names, 
which wa* 5,000 short of enough to sccuro 
the submission of their proposition. On 
tbo face of the signatures that is a showing 
of considerably -more than two to ono in 
favor of tho Sunday saloons. It may be 
that a full vote would modify tho propor- 
tions hero presented. Up lo the present, 
the apparent shifting of public opinion on 
tho general question has evidently not 
reached Chicago, although thero is time 
for subsequent developments.

One man in Waukegan is watching with 
intenwo interest efforts to get a bill through 
conwroBB pensioning aged and disabled 
mumberH of t.hn life saving service of the 
government. 

His name is Joo Sandville and he iB em- 
ployed on tho Lulz Bros. tug. 

Sandville's case is the second pitiable 
one that Waukegan hns had. 

After nineteen years of service as life 
saver, at Two Rivers and Sheboygan, a 
year ago ho took the Bpring examination 
n-quired nnd was rejected. Tho nineteen 
yenrs did not count at all. 

Me was rejected as a sufferer of lung 
tmablo. He contracted the trouble while 
a life saver at work performing his duty in 
saving lives from a wrecked steamer. 

This did not count with the government. 
Now efforts are being made to get a pen- 
nion through for him. 

The other enso is that of Mrs. William 
Raelher, who as the widow of tho late 
lightkoeper at Wnukegun, who perished 
while performing his duty, should in the 
opinion of many receive a pension also. 

President Roosevelt recontly sent to con- 
gress a special message heartily recom- 
mending the passage of a bill granting 
pensions to members of tho life saving 
serving. In his first message to the fifty- 
ninth congress the President laid atreBB on 
this sume subject. 

lie called attention to the fact that mem- 
bers of this service have no political influ- 
ence and that its members live in such re- 
mote places that their really heroic services 
receive tho scantiest recognition from the 
public. It is unjust, he said, for a -great 
nation to permit life savers to become dis- 
abled or to meet death in the performance 
of thoir hazardous duty, and yet receive no 
reward. The President asked that the life 
savers, few in number, frequently serving 
their entire lives and are certainly entitled 
to as much consideration as policemen or 
firemen, who are pensioned in nearly, all 
tho large municipalities of the country. 

In his more recent message to congress, 
President Roosevelt bases his plea for a 
pension on two grounds: Ono, the effic- 
iency of tho service itself; and tho other, 
tho welfare of the life 6avers. He called 
attention to tho fact that tho prosperous 
condition of the country has depleted, the 
service of men so that full crews are the ex- 
ception rather than tho rule, and many sta- 
tions have only ono man in continuous 
service. 

Inveatsgation by tho secretary of the 
treasury has revealo'd forty-one cobob of dis- 
ability within the last five years. Of this 
number twenty-six mon were totally in- 
capaciatod for labor of any kind, six could 
perform about one-fourth of a mnn's work 
and nine about one-half. Forty had de- 
pendent families, in which the number of 
dependents ranged from one to eight. 



Hardy Sailors Plod Way to Shore to Get 
Provisions for Rest of Crew 

When but a mile from Waukegan port, 
where they could have moored their luga 
and gone home nnd slept peacefully, the 
three fish tugs, the Elsie Nell, Charles W. 
Elpbicke and AnBpacb, became lodged in 
tho floe ice whero two of them remained 
over night and Sunday. 

About 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon resi- 
dents above the hill in Waukegan observed 
tho wind change from the westerly to the 
east. The ice banks which had formed out 
in the lake began to men onto the shore 
In Iofb than nn hour the shore banks were 
covered with ice. 

Just at five minutes to 5 they noticed the 
three, Belling tugs which have been operat- 
off that port all winter, make their appear- 
ance on the horizon of the lake. ' 

They could see them coming in steadily 
until all of a sudden they noticed tho larger, 
the Elpbicke, stick her bow against a cake 
of i^e and there she remained all night. 

Tho Elsie Nell, which was pulling up in 
the rear under the supervision of Captain 
William Smith, observed, the larger tug 
and he immediately put his wheel . hard 
over and heading to the Bouth sought an- 
other out of the way course into Ihe harbor. 
He met with great success as in doing so 
he found a soft spot in the ice bank. 

Under four bells, full steam, he fought 
his way through the thickly setting ice 
bank until at 8:30 Saturday evening ho 
tooted his harbor whistle and made the 
port under full steam. 

The other two tugs were unable to move 
a foot, bo thickly did the ice form at their 
bows. Attempt after attempt was made, 
but to ho ubo. They could not move a 
foot. Cakes of ice were rapidly forming at 
their stern and bow. Their propellors be- 
came ice clogged and captains on both 
tugs feared that one of the large cakes that 
was being brought in by the east wind 
might snap one of their prbpellor blades 
and Blowed up. The pressure was immedi- 
ately cut down. The prbpellor moved slow- 
ly, in fact just enough to keep itself from 
being frozen in tho ice. In this manner 
they lay all night without a thing to eat or 
a bed to sleep upon.

Tuesday morning a/ 9 o'clock, at the 
Brown hotel. at Libertyville, Mrs. F A. 
Brown.'wife of Proprietor F. A. Brown of 
the hotel, was alarmed to hear ber 11-year- 
old daughter crying .on the second floor of 
the hotel, and rushing to the Bcene found 
the .child in a semi-conscious condition, 
saving been overcome by gas. 

Further investigation showed that two- 
other children,, named Flora and Ada 
Mozie, had been overcome from the fumes 
of the. gas. 

Ab there happened. to be a man' on the 
same floor, Mrs. Brown 1 . imme'diatelv called 
her husband. "There ts.a man in one o£ 
the rooms on this floor/'she said. 

Investigation on the part of Mr. Brown 
prored-thaUhis was so. After trying all 
the doors on the second floor ho came to 
one that was locked. By this time Mr. 
Brown had begun to feel th6 effect of the 
gas fumes that were so prevalent on the 
floor. However, ho called If or aid and 
broke into the room. 

Hero he found an unknown man who had* - 
occupied the room that night lying dead 
on the bed.,. Ho notified the' village mar- 
shal and the' man was removed from the 
room. It was tho opinion of fjXose who 
viewed the remains that his death had, 
been caused by the escaping gas. .' 

Upon investigation the' dead -man's 
name was found to be James McGuire, a 
farm.hand. who had.untila.few weeks ago 
ON MARCH A ^n in the employ of Joo Tiliue, near 
Freempnt township. When Mr Tillus 
was called up and informed of the accident 
that had befallen his former farm hnod.'be 
stated that he did not know nnything moro ' 
about the man than bis name. ' y c 

However, a'-money order, dated from a? 
town in Indiana^was found, together with ■ 
a, bottle of whisky in bis^ pocket. The 
Libertyville authorities hope to be able by •* c 
the use of this money, order to locate some 
of his relatives; 

McGuire had over $7 in his pockets at ' 
the time. He had with him three differ- 
ent suite of clothes, all of which he had on. 
at the time he applied fora room the night 
before. Ho left the hotel deek and depart- 
ed for his room immediately Upon being 
given a room the evening before. 
; The two little girls who' were the only 
other persons on tho floor at the iime of 
the accident are under medical treatment 
and -hopes are entertained that no serious 
developments willoccur. 

Coroner Taylor was notified- and an in- 
quest will bo held. A leaking gas jot was 
discovered, but it is not expected that it 
was mearly nn attempt of suicido.

New York. — "Millions* of persons," 
oald Justice Gay nor, "think that to 
make a bet is unlawful; that if two la- 
dles bet a pair of gloves it 'is against 
the law. 

"There Ib nothing in tho penal code 
from beginning to end to show that 
if you and I make a bet It is a crime." 

This obiter dictum was delivered In 
the appellate division when the fam- 
ous Injunction controversy between 
Justice Gaynor and Justice Dickey 
came to be argued. The history of tho 
case is this: 

One Langfelt, at Coney Island, ask- 
ed Police Captain Langan there If 
he could run a "plate game." 

"Is It gambling?" asked Langan. 

"No/' Bald Langfelt 

"Then go ahead," was tho ruling. 
Tho police, nevertheless, raided the 
place and called the "plate game" 
gambling. Langfelt was discharged. 

He then obtained from Justice Scud- 
der of the supreme court a temporary 
order enjoining the police. from inter- 
fering with him. Before Justice Dick- 
ey the case came for argument, and 
Justice Dickey refused to continue the 
injunction. Ho said that the gamo 
was gambling. 

An appeal was taken to Justice Gay- 
nor, of tho next higher court. 

After hearing tho manner in which 
tho "plate game" was played Justice 
Gaynor remarked that It was similar 
to quoits or rlng-toBs aboard ship, or 
shuflleboard.

in the asylum are -the children among 
•the mlddle-nged Imbeciles. On Jan. 1, 
. 1007, there were OSO mole and C30 
females In the Institution. 

Perhaps no better description of 
this institution ever hns_been written 
than that which was the product of 
the pen of Mr. A. L. Rmvcn,, publLsh: 
ed In the Springfield News. It wis' as 
follows:

Every 
day brings a new lesson and every 
day ho Is more able to do well with 
his work, than he was the day before. 
He figures and- calculates. He weighs 
the milk of all his cows and learns In 
a few months which cows are giv- 
ing little and which much. He tests 
the milk of his cows and' with the two 
kinds of Information he is able to 
pick out his- poorest cows and. discard 
them. On the other hand, he Is able 
to pick out his few very best cows 
and breed them. to males that will give 
him excellent milkers. ThlB kind of 
experience he. turns Into money, while 
the other kind of a man would not 
even lay hold of the facts in the case. 

The value of experience depends 
on tho man, says Farmers' Review. 
Many men run In a circle and are al- 
ways contemplating the same facts. 
A few men try hard to get out of their 
circles and do this by a olose scrutiny 
and analysis of the facts they see, by 
which they are able to mark out for 
themselves new circles on a broader 
plan. We all run-in circles in spite of 
ourselves, but. we can enlarge our cir- 
cles If we try, and there Is nowhere 
a greater necessity for trying than 
In dairying. .

One would think that there would not 
be a dairy farmer In the land who 
would not be keenly alive to the neces- 
sity and economy of using such cattle 
for dairy purposes. Ab soon _would 
we think he would cut hay with a 
reaper and call It the best way. 

- But the so-called general purpose 
notion has destroyed In not a few men 
the power to look into this question 
In an economical way, sayd Hoard's 
Dairyman. They 'seem to be unable 
to take the same advantage in their 
choice of cow machinery that they do 
In. choosing their mechanical machin- 
ery. They. cannot be fooled Into tak- 
ing a plow for a cultivator, yet thou- 
sands of farmers will spend their lives 
In trying to make cows of beef-breed- 
ing do dairy w;'ork. If they were close, 
students of "cause and effect" they 
would not be beguiled this way.

FINANCIER ENDS TROUBLES. 



Frank W. Gould Kills Self at Mollne, 
III., by Shooting. 



Moline, III. — Frank W. Gould, 
president of tho Union Malleable 
Iron Company and president of 
tho board of trustees of the Western 
Illinois hospital for the Insane at 
Watertown, committed suicide in his 
bedroom Saturday by shooting him- 
self In the mouth. The suicide was 
brought about by heavy financial diffi- 
culties. These difficulties had nothing 
to do with the Union malleable Iron 
Works, of which ho was president, nor 
with the "Western hospital for the In- 
sane, of which ho was chairman of the 
board of directors. 

Unfortunate personal Investments 
had fully absorbed Mr. Gould's private 
fortune. One of his unfortunate deal3 
had to do with the Illinois Straw Prod- 
ucts Company at Rock Falls, 111., and 
with moneys of an .estate investod 
therein. .'The funds in this wore re- 
stored when attention was called to 
the fact that the law did not permit 
Investment of estate funds In such a 
way. N osuggestlon of peculation or 
dishonesty is made against Mr. Gould. 

It Is believed that his mind was tem- 
porarily affected by his misfortunes, 
for there seems no doubt that ho could 
have obtained ample financial help. 
He was a son of Judge John M. 
Gould; *a veteran mill owner. Mr. 
Gould's Bon-ln-law is Joshua Hale, of 
N'cwburyport, Mass., reputed to be a 
millionaire. Mr. Gould was 55 years 
of age. 



BAIL IS FIXED AT $20,000 

Former Bank, Ice and Steamship Mag- 
nate Is. Due to Land Satur- 
day from Quick Euro- 
pean Trip. 

Now York.— The grand Jury for 
New York county, which has been in- 
vestigating certain business- transac- 
tions Involving some of the banks 
with which Charlos W. Morse, the 
organizer of the American Ice com- 
pany and tho Consolidated Steamship 
company, until recently was Identified, 
returned five indictments -Monday. 
Three of these Indictments had to do 
with liquor tax cases, while two lndlct- 
monts charged grand larceny. 

Tho indictments wero not made pub- 
lic, but in asking that a good-sized 
bail bond bo required, District Attor- 
ney Jeromo stated- to tho court that 
the two charges of grand larceny were 
laid against "a man now on hlB way. 
over hero" from Europe. Following 
tho court proceedings it was stated 
authoritatively that tho man referred 
to by Mr. Jeromo was Charles W. 
Morse, who sailed for Liverpool a 
week ago Saturday on the Campania 
but Is now returning upon the advice 
of his counsel* 

Mr. Morse is a passenger on the 
"Cunarder Etrurla due hero, late next 
Saturday. Tho grand Jury, It is 
learned, has ordered other indict- 
ments, In connection with Its Investi- 
gation into banking affalrB. 

When tho Jury appeared before Jus- 
tice Dowling in tho supreme court 
District Attorney Jerome, said: 

"Your honor, two of those papers 
In that batch are indictments on 
which I would Hko to have ball fixed. 
I would suggest $20,000 on* one ot 
them and nothing on the other." 

Justice Dowling looked through tho 
Indictments and replied: 

"I suggest that bail be fixed at $10,- 
000 on each of. them." 

This was agreeable to Mr. Jeromo. ; 

Among the matters which the grand 
Jury looked Into was a transaction In 
which two notes for $200,000 figured.

JToPoS?orous, yet hi tchen walls are 
loft for months— sometimes for yearfl 
Without cleansing. 

In tho 'first place tho kitchen wall 
should have a light tint that tho mer- 
est fleck of dirt can be seen; that the 
Bheereat cobweb can bo brushed 
away; that tho tiniest water bug can. 
be. discerned. It is all folly expecting 
clean food In a kitchen with dirty 
walla. 

Never put a wall coating on a 
kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that- has glue in it, or sour 
milk in it if mixed, with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses' hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not Indicate good housekeeping. Tho 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall- 
lng Into the food and the Idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses* 
hoofs Is not appetizing. 

Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat- 
isfactory should bo alabastined the 
samo as every other wall in the 
house. They should be coated regu- 
larly' in the spring arid fall of each 
year with a light tint. 

The care of the pantry requires 
constant attention. . The walls should 
bo brushed over every year, the 
dishes removed from the shelves 
which should be thoroughly wiped 
wijh hot water. If there are ant 
holes. or any other Insects In the pan- 
tries . a thick putty of the wall coat- 
ing can be made and all the ant holes, 
even small mice holes can be filled 
with it which will jrotect the pantry 
from the incursions of disagreeable 
Insects and mice.
